PICTURE PRODUCERS LEARNING THEIR LESSON 


As the new year casts its outlines on the horizon one may observe a 
tendency on the part of the motion picture producer to change his tactics. 
No longer is the cry for the celebrity persistent, unless the fame of the latter 
is due to screen achievement. tecent failures of men and women whose 
names alone were the managerial incentive has brought about this condition. 
Youth and beauty are now the greater lure for screen conquest; moreover, 
this is as it should be. After all, it is the distinctly picture lure which is 
most compelling; hence it is not strange that the gentlemen who cater to the 
public’s entertainment through the motion picture art are lying awake nights 


in the effort to discover the pretty face accompanied by an ingratiating 
personality. 
The writer recently asked a well-known film producer if it was really 


true that a certain star who had retired from the stage a dozen years ago 
was under contract to receive $100,000 for her appearance in one picture. 
This gentleman instantly replied that while the exact terms were not to be 
made public the amount the lady will find in her pay envelope each week 
while she is acting before the cameras will require five figures to express it 
accurately; which means that not less than $10,000 a week is to be paid toa 
one-time Broadway idol who has not faced the public in a decade, and whose 
entire stage career rests on one achievement and that one due to an accident 
wherein an understudy emerged from the chorus to become an international 
star. 

Is there today sufficient glamor in this artist's name to justify sane men 
to mete out an honorarium of $10,000 a week to her, despite that her sensa- 
tional success was achieved mostly in another country and at a time when 
theatergoers the world over were wont to rave over her youth and beauty? 
Surely this will be an interesting screen debut, and if the results are con- 
structive the perspective of the producer of photoplays will become more 
befogged than ever before. 

Everywhere the great demand just now is for youth and beauty. At 
least three of the larger producing concerns are negotiating with Louise 
Dresser, but as yet not one has secured her signature. There seems to be a 
genuine tendency just now to emphasize the “picture” requirements, rather 
than follow the craze for celebrities: all of which proves that the motion 
picture producer learned his lesson quickly. Now he is on the right track, 
for the instant that he ceases to buy fame achieved in another field he wili 
attain his goal quickly.

LEAVITT BENEFIT PERFORMANCE 


About the most interesting feature of the Leavitt Penefit at the Man- 
hattan Opera House last week was the splendid attitude of Fred Niblo, 
perhaps the only truly modern representative of the theater to present him- 
self. Niblo had given his word to Leavitt that he would be on hand; but not 
a few got “cold feet.” When the vast auditorium failed to fill up as the hour 
for starting the big show was reached many of the players, though ad- 
vertised, did not appear. They came to the theater, but the scanty audience 
(who in an ordinary theater would have loomed up well) depressed some of 
the volunteers. This depression grew as the afternoon progressed until about 
6 p.m., when, with many acts still to appear, the audience gradually left the 
theater, and the final acts were shown to a corporal’s guard. 

But Fred Niblo was there not only because he gave his word, but it is 
the Niblo way. Everybody spoke of his magnificent attitude. One could 
almost hear him try to encourage the others, whereas Niblo himself had to 
play that night at the Astor Theater. Not only did’ Fred Niblo act as inter- 
locutor throughout the over-long first’ part of minstrelsy, but he also did all 
the announcing throughout the performance. Moreover, his patience and 
conciliatory attitude in the effort to hold up the spirits of the slowly dwindling 
enthusiasm was truly sublime. No one present at the Leavitt Benefit failed 
to be impressed by his contagious good humor and ingratiating personality. 
As for the benefit itself, the financial results may never be known. The 
writer believes that Leavitt received several thousand dollars from all over 
the world. Naturally these tickets did not come in; but it is hard to explain 
why the general public did not respond Perhaps the great mistake was 
having the performance so far away from the theatrical center. Again, it 
should have been on a Sunday. As an object lesson illustrating the cold atti- 
tude of the public these days. and their lack cf reverence for the old-timer, 
nothing more concrete could have been reveaied.

For years I have been dreaming out a mail 
order system, but could never think of what to 
sell. Now 1 am going to put something over 
that will interest every agent doing service in 


advance of shows operated by doubtful man- 
agers: the kind of manager that wolfe about 


the agent's expense account. My system will 
keep agents in night lunches and ec’ean linen 
without the finger of suspicion being pointed at 
them when the manager audits their expense 
sheet. I fully expect all agents to sunport this 
scheme, and if travelinr salesmen also fall I 
will clean up a bunch of kale. Here's the dope 
“Bull:’’ I arrange with the Wahletka post- 
master to buy back all empty 97c stamp books 
that he sells through the window. He gives the 
public one cent for each book returned. I slip 
the postmaster five cents for each book and sell 
these by mail to agents and travel'ng salesmen 
at 25c per book. When their expense account 
goes in each book will net the agent 72c. Can't 
you see this goin over, ““‘Bu'l?" In five years 
I will own Wahletka property on ma‘n street, 
| if I put it over, and at the same t'me even 
scores with a bunch of mutt managers that have 
trimmed me of salary. 

The vaudeville agent who sent me Koal & 
Wood should be sent to the trenches. Their 
stuff did not go over, and worst of all most 
of their gags have been pulled here in home 
talent minstrel shows. Jim Crow was not 
pleased with their act at all. He said Koal’s 
comedy belonged back in the mines. I froze my 
ears a few days ago Dillposting with a kalso- 
mine brush, and I was wearing a cap with ear- 
laps when the three acts arrived. Koal, after 
rehearsal, asked me if the Wahletka audience 
thaw for good comedy acts. I saw my ‘“*when- 
in-doubt-consult’’ comedian figured me a regular 
towner, so I answered: ‘‘You can tell how 
cold they are in this town when the house man- 
ager is obliged to wear earlaps. You have got 
to make them laugh tonight. It is a cold 
nivht. This theater is a frame boiling, and 
lots of laugh will keep the crowd warm.”* 

I took ont the agent’s commission on the 
cornet and flute team. Thev had an argument 
with Clara, claiming she did not nick on their 
cues, and if the agent gets their commisch with- 
out splitting with me he wll know ‘*. €ram- 
berry and Shinola were abont as imnoss’ble as 
any two people could be. The agent told me 
their stuff was sure-fire. Thev used the ab- 
sence of a spot-light as their alibf. 

If Jim Crow will tout me to the agreed X 
spot until I get a ood collection of stamp 
books on hand I wen't eave mnch how the 
‘vande.’’ goes over. This (ara persen. I be- 
lieve, has some coin ont on interest, and most of 
her relatives own apm'’e orchards. Se hinted 
the other day an apnle press wonld he a good 
investment in Wahletke, and «aid if I get one 


that her relatives would stake her to all the 
apples that fall frem the trees.

Cleveland, O., Jan. 14.—The annual meeting 
of the stewards of the Grand Racing Circu.t 


was beld here this week, and the dates for the 
meets th’s year were arranged. On account of 
the war Montreal, Que., has dropped out of the 
circuit, and the usual two weeks’ meet formerly 
held in that city will be divided between Cleve- 
land and Columbus. 

According to the schedule adopted this week 
the circuit season will «open here on July 17, fer 
one week, with Detroit to follow, beginn'ng on 
July 24; Kalamazoo will open on July 31, and 
Grand Rapids on August 7, with Columbus to 
follow on August 14.

The Atlanta Georgian, published at Atlanta, 
in a recent issue gave space to the following, 
in which a departed tax collector is blamed for 
permitting shows to live and let live: 

“Rartow County started a campaign Tuesday 
destined to bring several thousand dollars into 
the exchequer of the State and make all the 
other counties, where agricultural fairs are a 
habit, a trifie displeased. 

“For three years Bartow has been having its 
fair in the fall and a generous tax collector, 
adhering to the custom common in the State. 
overlooked the law requiring a special tax of 
$10 for each show on the midway. Recently 
this tax collector died and another was named. 

“He etraightway demanded the special tax 
for this year and three years past and the fair 
association sent Representative Ed Cole to At- 
lanta to look into the matter. 

Representative Cole found that no counties 
were paying the special tax, the Comptroller- 
General decided that they would all have to pay 
it, and the tax collectors where they are having 
fairs will be so notified.’’

These buildings 
probably influenced many to ex- 
hibit their stock, which they 
would not exhibit under condi- 
tions giving only partial shelter. 

The curios department was 
placed in a specially built and 
well-guarded room, which fact 
brought out many valuable col- 
lections. A feature in this de- 
partment was that each individ- 
ual was given a glass case in 
which to place his exhibit, the case being sealed 
and opened only by himself. The field and 


stream department had an exhibit worthy of 
much praise. Besides a very large number of 
exhibits sent in by individuals the Michigan 


State Fish Commission sent a large exhibit.

The Public Defender Movement is 
Gaining Ground 


The Public Defender movement originated 
in Los Angeles County, California, and it 
will bear much investigation and thought.

AN ARTICLE ABOUT U. S. GOOD 
ROADS 


The Literary Digest Has an Inter- 
esting Article on Good Roads 


The following is the article as it appeared 
in The Literary Digest: 

“Nearly a quarter of a billion dollars— 
that is, 250.000,000—was spent in this 
country last year in highway construction 
and maintenance. These figures were col- 
lected at the Public Roads and Rural En- 
gineering Office in Washington. Ten per 
cent of the roads in the country are now 
hard-surfaced. This means 247.490 miles of 
hard-surfaced road in a total of 200,273,000. 
Other facts brought out by the report are 
these: 

“One-fifth of the work was done under the

When the hearings began the committee was 
confronted with telegraphic protests from every 
section of the country, and from representatives 
of every branch of the motion picture industry. 
Also, there were protests from large numbers 
of fair-minded persons in and out of the busi- 
ness world who felt that the bill is a threat- 
ened blow, not at a great industry alone, but 
at a vital principle in popular government, the 
freedom of thought expression. Refore the 
bearing of oral argument was begun before the 
committee, the record of that body bore eloquent 
tribute to the feeling on the part of motion 
picture interests throughout the country against 
the Hughes measure, which has a duplicate in 
a Senate bill introduced by Mr. Smith, of 
Georgia These protests were in the form of 
telegrams from those most actively engaged in

One of the claims of those interests support 
ing the Hughes measure before the committee is 
that the demand for legalized censorship of 
motion pictures is universal over the entire 
length and breadth of the United States, al- 
though soe far they have failed to produce wy 
documentary evidence to uphold their assertions. 
Most of the advocates of the bill who have »p- 
peared before the committee have been church 
workers or club women, many of the latter very 
narrow-minded and biased, in the light of their 
uttered assertions, while stable business men, 
and men of prominence in the field of literatu-~ 
ete.. have voiced their righteous indignation fer 
the opposition. 

Of the three sessions so far held, that Satur- 
day night was by far the most Interesting and 
effective for the film interests. Despite there 
were seventeen speakers for the measure, clain- 
ing they represented millions, they failed to 
make the impression upen the committeemen 
that the opponents to the measure made by 
their recital of cold, hard-boiled facts. While 
it is true the attitude of a majority of the 
committeemen still is quite antagonistic to the 
film men, it is almost a certainty that at least 
five of the fifteen members are with the motion 
picture interests, and leaders of the batfle 
toelay are more optimistic than at any time 
since the fight was first launched. 

With three more public hearings to be eld 
the film men are determined to leave no stone 
unturned te de everything within human power 
to kill the bill in committee, for once and for 
all.

At the first of the hearings, on Thursdsy 
night, there were four speakers heard by the 
committee on behalf of the motion picture in 
terests. They were precede! by the Rev. Pr. 
Crafts, who outlined the propesed measure and 
read letters to uphold his contention that the 
motion pictures now shown are dangerous to 
morals, 

Secretary Binder, on behalf of the Motion 
Picture Board of Trade; General Counsel Sea- 
bury; P. A. Powers, of the Universal, and Pan! 
Cromelin, formerly of Washington, but now of 
New York, voiced their objections to censorship 
in no mild terms, Binder basing his arguments 
on the fact that there are fundamental 
in the proposed bill; that the measure sought to 
censor a form of expression which would be 
tantamount to a Fede-al censorship over all 
printed newspapers, magazines and books. Pow- 
ers told the committee that if only twenty-five 
per cent of the motion pictures manufactured 
were good, as stated by Dr. Crafts, the indust-y 
would not be able to, and could not, exist, as 
the public would turn against it. A vigoros 
denial of Dr. Crafts’ assertion that there wa. 
government censorship of films in England was 
made by Paul Cromelin, and he handed membe os 
of the House Committee a real jolt when he 
asserted that sections 9 and 10 of the bill would 
operate, if made inte law, to upset existing 
treaties between this Government and the gor- 
ernments of othe= countries. So clearly did 
Cromelin demonstrate this that he soon was 
niied with questions as to how the bill conlt 
be cured in this respect. He showed thet 
existing treaties give to copyright owners ‘n

the countries with which such treaties are made 
such rights in this country as to make the 
sections referred to particularly ridiculous, un- 
less it was the sense of those preparing them 
that treaties affected by them be repéaled. 
The measure pending, Mr. Cromel'n said, woud 
destroy his business as an importer for tie 
reason that a film manufacture’, for instance, 
in London, and which would therefore be en 
titled under treaty right to exhibition in this 
country, might reach here, be subjected to 
inspection by the Federal Censorshi;» Board, 294 
rejected. Thus he, ag the importer, would be 
the victim of a heavy loss, one against which 
he could not protect himself by submitting the 
picture originally. 

The sections to which Mr, 
read as follows: 


Cromelin referred 


“That no copyright shall be issued for any 
film which has not previously received the eor- 
tificate and seal of this commission. 


“That no person, firm, or curporation shall 
earry or transport any film from one State inte 
another State of the United States, or from any 
foreign country into any State of the United 
States unless such film has been licensed: by 
the commission and a true copy of the <er- 
tificate accompanies it: Provided, That this 
section shall not apply to films consigned to 
this commission."’ 

Seabury pointed out that the proposed measure 
is vicious and un-American, and would so tie 
up the industry as to put out of business en- 
tirely all films of travel and news features. 

The fireworks really did not get started until 
the Friday night session, when the a. guments 
advanced by the protestants so completely 
snowed under the advocates of the measure 
there was no comparison. As the hearing pro- 
gressed it became evident to the large number 
present that some of the members of the House 
Educational Committee were rapidly undergoing 
a reversion of opinion; in fact, sevecal of those 
who on Thursday night unalterably opposed te 
recognize the motion picture interests’ rights, 
indicated on Friday that the strong arguments 
advanced by the film men were carrying consid- 
erable weight. 

Cranston Brenton, chairman of the National 
Board of Censorship, formerly an Episcopul 
clergyman, and for ten years on the faculty, of 
Trinity College, opened the discussion for the 
film interests Friday night, characterizing the 
motion picture as the greatest single educational 
influence in the United States at the preset 
time, with unlimited pewers for good and 
the preaching of righteousness. As an indi- 
vidual, Cranston said, he was opposed to any 
form of prepublicity censorship. citing that 
there should be no discrimination between a 
sermon, a book, a play or a motion picture. He 
outlined at length just what the National 
Board of Censorship is and the work it has 
been doing. He said it was not a legalized bodv, 
but a volunteer organization, not one of whose 
225 censors received a single cent of compensa- 
tion. While it had no legal standing, he said, 
it had a power greater than that of a legal 
bedy—a moral power. While the Board employs 
at a salary hundreds of clerks, stenographers, 
etce.. whose expenses are paid by the contribn- 
tions of the film manufacturers, Cranston said 
that no one in or on the Board who received 
money had any voice whatsoeve: in the censor- 
ing or advising with the manufacturers en the 
films. After outlining in detail the scope of the 
volunteer Board, the speaker called the atten- 
tion of the committee to the fact that if the 
proposed Federal Censorship Board’ censored Ue 
films from the viewpoint of making all suitable 
for exhibition to children, it would necessarily 
have to deprive the adult picture devotees of 
many of the greatest works of prose and 
fiction, and that if they did not censor on this 
basis they would not be discha’ging their duty. 
He said that the National Board, of which he 
is chairman, viewed and passed on ninety-nine 
per cent of all films mannfactured, and in 
answer to a question from Chairman Hughes, 
of the committee, and sponsor to the proposed 
bill, denied that it was at all likely the re- 
maining one per cent of pictures might reason- 
ably be expected to be bad. 

Representative Fess, of Ohio, who is one of 
the most ardent supporters of the proposed 
measuve, by his vicious questions seemed to 
insinuate that the picture men would be crooked 
if they hed » chance. Asking Cranston. whom he 
spoke for, the speaker replied: ‘For the public 
of the entire world.’ 

bogey W. Irwin, general manager of the 
V-L-S-E, Inc., speaking from the standpoint 
of pr ‘exchange man, said it was wrong to 
differentiate between the motion picture and 
other forms of thought expression. He said the 
motion picture interests were a power because

New York, Jan. 15.-—Kelative to the reported 
absorption of the World Film Corporation, of 
whieh many Cineinnatians are stockholders, by 
Equitable Film Producing Company, d. 
iKhinock, vice-president of the World Company, 
said this morning: ‘“‘Where the New York news 
papers got their information that the Equitable 
bad absorbed the World Film Corporation I am 
st a loss to say. The facts are exactly opposite 
to that statement. The World Film Corporation 
bas absorbed the Equitable. The statement in 
the New York morning papers that Mr. Selz 
nick is president of the World Film Corporation 
is also an absurd error George B. Cox is 
president. Mr. Selanick was general manager 
of the corporation until yesterday, when he and 
Britton BK. Bush, treasurer, offered their resig 
nations, which were accepted, The World Film 
Corporation, during the year Just past, charged 
off £506,000 to depreciation of film, yet earned 
twelve per cent net on its capitalization of 
<n co With the enormous growth of the 
corporation's business it became necessary to 
have more capital, and the banking firm of 
Ladenberg & Thallman undertook to finance 
a reorganization. This has resulted in the 
absorption of the Equitable Film Producing 
Company by an exchange of stock. After this 
had been done the bankers announced their 
willingness to extend financial backing. This 
undoubtedly makes the World Film Corporation 
the «trongest financially in America."’ 

Attorney Ben Heldingsfeld, of Cincinnati, 


said: “We are not yet ready to make a state- 
ment, though we have practically accomplished 
a deal which gives the World Film Corporation 
a financial strength which is impregnable. The 
World Film has absorbed the Equitable and 
there will be bat one company Within sixty 
days, however, a detailed statement will be 
issued, covering all the affairs of the corporation,

General Manager Waiter W. frwin, V-L-S-E, Inc., 


Discusses Picture Types for Benefit of Exhib- 
itors—Maintains That Only by Screening 
Cleanest Product Can Success Be Won 


New York, Jan. 17.—General Manager Walter 
W. Irwin, of V-L-S-E, Inc., has some very def- 
inite views concerning the attitude both manu- 
facturers and exhibitors should adopt with re- 
gard to types of motion pictures made and ex- 
hibited to the public. In an. interesting inter- 
view he recently said: “At the present time 
motion picture features are dividing themselves 
more and more into two distinct types: i, 
Those which depend upon the suggestive and 
sensational to attract the public. 2. Those 
which appeal because of their inherent worth— 
the artistry of their theme, acting and pho- 
tography. Which of the two roads is the ex- 
hibitor going to fottew—whieh makes for the 


_ best interests of the industry as a whole, and , 


which makes for the most enduring success of 
the exhibitor individually? Let us measure the 
situation from a human standpoint as well as a 
commercial one. If, for instance, you believe 
that the virtues of our forefathers, which con- 
tributed more than any other influences to the 
upbuilding of this country, are entirely dead— 
if you believe that the tastes and natures of the 
greatest number of people are low and vicious 
and salacious—if you 
believe that respect 
for womankind, 
ideals of upright 
manhood, ne longer 
exist—then by all 
means you should 
adapt your policy te 
the ‘new’ spirit of 
America. 

“If, on the other 
hand, however, you 
are of the opinion, 
from past observa- 
tion and experience, 
that such movements 
quickly run their 
course, leaving be- 
hind a brown taste 
of revulsion, then it 
is most desirable 
that you should 
guard now against 
creating a reputation 
for your house as one

New York, Jan. 17.—*'Free speech, free press 
avd a free stage have always been the ideal of 
the American people,’ said H. M. Horkheimer. 
president and general manager of The Balbva 
Almusement Producing Company, a few days 
ugo; in fact, one of the most sacred guarantees 
of the constitution of the United States is the 
freedum of expression. Its maintenance has 
been largely responsible for our Republic's 
longevity.

party, made q few brief remarks, in which he 
stated that the Mayors of the greatest State 
in the Union were in favor of an unofficial 
volunteer censorship of films. He concluded by 
saying that the passage and adoption of the 
Hughes bill would surely lead to the censoring 
of the theater and the press. 

There were only two speakers for the measure 
Friday night. The Rev. Dr. Crafts and Howard 
Clarke Barber, of New York, superintendent of 
the Society for the Prevention of Crime. ‘The 
former began his futile argument by asserting 
that the proposed bill would not only protect 
the children of the country, but would help the 
motion picture industry. He created considerable 
merriment when he said the new Board migat 
consider utilizing the services of the 
present volunteer National Board of Censorship 
as q small factor in its work of passing judg- 
ment on films. He also made the sweeping 
assertion that everyone from Texas to Maine 
favored the bill, but presented nothing to sub- 
stantiate these claims. 

The speaker frequently was interrupted by 
questions from the members of the committee, 
but he skillfully evaded every single one and 
finally concluded by comparing motion pictures 
with meat, saying that all meat is censored 
before it poisons the people, not afte>. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Gallinger of 
Massachusetts as to whether it was not a fact 
that there are objectionable things in books, in- 
eluding the Bible, as well as in pictures, Crafts 
replied that there were four murders in Hamlet, 
but he did net come away with a desire to kill, 
while he did have such a feeling when he saw 
a photeplay with cowboys brandishing firearms. 

Barber devoted most of his time to justifying 
the Hughes bill, although he stated he was not 
‘“strong’’ for that measure, but wanted some 
form of regulation fer motion pictures. 

For a time Saturday night it looked as though 
the advocates of the bill might win the fght 
at that hearing, backed as they were by an ar- 
ray of club women, ministers and sociological 
workers, but despite the fact that thirteen 
speakers appeared and voiced their approval, 
with exceptions the arguments failed to 
convince of the most ridiculous and 
narrow-minded statements were made that even 
the supperters of the bill feared the outcome. 
To offset this showing the motion picture people 
produced no personage than the Rev. 
Cyrus Townsend Brady, clergyman and author. 
who, in seathing terms, denounced the bill and 
its advecates, and did more to win the fight 
for the film men than any other single arcument. 
Following, as he did, the thirteen speakers for 
the measure, and four of the opposition, and 
after bearing the sweeping assertions of some 
of the women that the country, and especially

Washington, was flooded with indecent and 
immoral motion pietures, and that the welfare 
of the entire nation was at stake, the Rev. 


Mr. Brady launched bombshell after bombshell 
in refuting the ridiculous charges, swaying the 
committee like no other force that had been 
infected. 

“I represent nobody but myself."’ he said at 
the opening. ‘I have computed the population 
claimed to be represented by the sneakers for 
the measure, and find there is none left to repre- 
sent. 1 stand alone. IT want to protest against 
any fdea that we are here to advocate immoral 
pictures. T am appalled toe be in Washington, 
where the Congress of the United States governs, 
in the statements of the ladies that there is 
not a single decent picture. If that is the con- 
dition f'n Washington what of the rest of the 
country?" 


Dr. Brady then launched into the fight with 
a vengeance. Commenting upon matters which 
might tend toe corrupt the morals of the young, 
he said: “If you're wise you will not put the 
Bible in the hands of a child until he has 
reached years of discretion, because parts of 
the Bible are not fit for the child to read."’ 


He said that he favored censorship, even to 
the extent of censoring Congress, but he based 
his protest against the proposed motion picture 
censorship because it is a measure that will 
discriminate against the poor man. The motion 


picture be said was the poor man’s opera, his 
motor car, his trip to Europe, his only recrea- 
tion. Grand opera, some of it, the speaker 
asserted, is atrocious and vile, and yet it is 
not censored. Carmen is one of the most sensu- 
ous operas of the day. Everything that is done 
by the principal woman in the opera version | 
has been done by her upon the screen and yet 
no voice of opposition has been raised against 
Carmen. 


“The motion picture,"’ he continued, ‘‘has done 
more to elevate the standard of morals than 
any other agency of the country. It haa for! 
one thing put out of business nearly every 
cheap variety show which held its snares for 
the youth. After telling of the monetony and 
loneliness of the country districts, and the 
lack of entertainment in early days, Dr. Brady 
said that through the medium of the photoplay 
the world has been brought right to their feet, 
as a price they can avail themselves of. Great 
actors, authors, the world in all of its effer- 
vescent splendor is brought to them. To at- 
tempt legislation which would cripple or ruin 
this business would be to rob the public of its 
pleasure. Five years ago, he said, there were 
4.000 saloons in the mining districts of Penn- 
sylvania, now there are but 600. The moving 
pictures did it.”

“The church,’’ continued the speaker, ‘‘is al- 
ways calling on the State or nation for laws 
to make men righteous. There is no more 
pernicious tendency in American institrtions | 
than the tendency of the church to demand the 
passage of laws to de that which the church 
ought to do itself. If the church can not com- 
pete with the motion pictures, it is a sign the 
ehurch is not using its influence in the right 
way. You can not make men righteous by law 
—although maybe you can keep them out of 
jail—but you can help them by exerting proper 
influence."* 

In concluding Dr. Brady said that the Hughes 
bill paved the way for unlimited graft, and 
predicted it would create a tendency among 
the motion picture men to fight the commission 
to the bitter end. So interesting, and so con- 
vineing were his remarks that Chairman Hughes, 
of the committee, extended the hearing for 
fifteen minutes that Dr. Brady might conclude 
his address. 

The supporters of the bill occupied the first 
hour and a quarter Saturday night. the dele- 
gation being headed by Mrs. John W. Culbert- 
son, of Washington, president of the Women’s 
Interdenominational Missionary Union. In her 
opening remarks Mrs. Culbertson said she rep- 
resented the motherhood of the entire country. 
After pointing out the benefits of the motion 
picture Mrs. Culbertson said the cause would be 
lost if the advocates of the Hughes bill failed 
to demonstrate there were many—not a few-- 
motion pictures unfit to be seen. 

Mrs. Margaret I. Ellis, legislative superin- 
tendent of the W. C. T. U., read a letter from 
a Washington woman who told how her two

branded upon their minds for nearly a year. 
Mrs. Kate Waller Barrett, national president of 
the Florence Crittendon Association, represent- 
ing organizations comprising about 3,000,000 
women, rose to heights of oratory in her plea 
for safeguarding the children of the country. 
She pledged her support to the picture industry 
against anything injurious to them, but de- 
nounced the photoplay, The Birth of a Nation, 
ax tending to break up our spirit of unity. Mrs. 
Ellis Logan, of Illinois, representing the Chil- 
dren of Revolution, said that the quality .of 
pictures this season was so uncertain that she 
had forbidden her daughter permission to at- 
tend them. Other speakers favoring the bill 
were Eleanor W. Friedland, chairman of the 
motion picture committee of the United Women 
of Maryland; Mrs. Edward A. Robinson, presi- 
dent of the Mothers’ Congress of America, who 
said the country has the moving picture habit; 
Mrs. Wilbur Crafts, wife of the principal adve- 
eate of the bill, who said that until Saturday 
she had never seen a picture show, but that 
There was 
trickery, infidelity, adul- 
other crime, all perfectly horrible, 
she added; Mrs. Emma 8S. Shelton, of Washing- 
ton; Mrs. Norman Hill, H. F. Worley, super- 
intendent of citizenship of the Christian En- 
Rev. Garner (colored), of the 
Evangelical Alliance; Dr. J. B. Waldron, who 
admitted being black, white and Indian: Dr. 
MeMurray, of the Baptist Ministerial Asso- 
ciation of Washington; Charles M. Thomas 
(colored). 

Executive Secretary J. W. Binder, of the Mo- 
tion Picture Board of Trade, opened for the 
film men by filing with the committee upwards 
protests against legalized censorsh'p, 
and advocating the amendment of the Federal 
law covering the transportation of indecent mat- 
ter, signed by opponents to the measure who 
had no oppertunity te be heard. He read a 
letter from Mary Gray Peck, of Geneva, N. Y., 
representing the Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
and formerly assistant professor of English at 
Minnesota University, which said in part: 

“For years I have been interested in the 
motion picture drama, and I am well acquainted 
with the sentiment of women’s clubs in all 
parts of the country as regards moving pictures, 
I know there is no demand on the part of the 
women of the country at large for Federal cen- 
sorship. I know further that there will be a 
wave of widespread indignation if this proposed 
bill is pushed through without any popular de-

If one can judge from the rgports from «very 
section of the country the new year is going 
to be a hummer, and that means good business 
for the tent shows of all kinds. During. my 
recent trip through the East I found business 
booming, factories all working overtime and 
employment agencies going out of business. 
Everybody was working and there were no idle 
men. The South is in good condition despite 
rumors to the contrary, and especially is this 
the case in the manufacturing sections. The 
cotton mills are working night and day. It 
ought to be a great season for circuses and car- 
nivals in any section of the country. Generally 
in the year of a Presidential election circus 
managers go slow, but one hears on every side 
reports of new shews and enlarging of the 
present ones, and there is not a single show but 
that is going out bigger and better than ever. 
What shows will play the East is now worrying 
a good many managers.
